Copyright  Law  and  the  Music  Library 
in  the  Age  of  Technology 

The  MLA  Education  and  Legislation  Committees  are 
sponsoring  a  copyright  law  workshop  on  March  2,  1994,  9 
AM-4:30  PM,  at  the  Kansas  City  Ritz  Carlton  Hotel. 
Laura  N.  Gasaway,  Director  and  Professor  of  Law  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  Law  Library,  Chapel  Hill,  will 
conduct  the  workshop  which  will  present  an  overview  of 
the  current  status  of  U.S.  copyright  law  and  its  impact  on 
library  services.   The  program  will  cover: 

basics  of  copyright  law;  copyright  status  of  print, 
audiovisual,  and  electronic  media;  evaluation  of  potential 
uses  of  copyrighted  material  in  libraries;  considerations  for 
formulating  institutional  policies;  Congressional  and  ALA 
guidelines;  recent  court  decisions  on  copyright  infringement 
and  libraries  and  educational  institutions. 

Music  materials  and  the  concerns  of  music  librarians  will 
be  emphasized.  The  registration  fee,  which  will  include  a 
copyright  booklet,  is  tentatively  set  at  $65.  The  maximum 
number  of  registrants  will  be  limited  to  forty-five.
